and wife each have income 
and where there may be un- 
usually high medical expenses 
or capital losses. 


Since medical expenses for 


taxpayers under 65 are not 
deductible until after they ex- 
ceed 3 per cent of income, it 
is apparent that a separate re- 
turn by the party having a 
lower income and relatively 
high medical expenses would 
produce a bigger medical de- 
duction. 


It must be remembered 


that when one spouse item- 
izes his deductions on a sepa- 
rate return the other must 
also itemize instead of taking 
the 10 per cent or the mini- 
mum standard deduction. 


When a medical deduction 


Is claimed on a separate re- 
turn care must be taken to 
see that payment of the medi- 
cal expenses is made by the 
spouse's own funds. Payments 
made by check on a joint 
checking 
account, 
for

stance, will be assumed to 
have been paid one-half by 
each spouse. 


The only way to make sure 


of a savings on separate rath- 


er than joint returns is to try 
both methods and then file 
the one which saves you the • 
most money. Where separate 
returns are made, each part- 
ner must list all of his own 
income.

Q_^I have had a fungus in- 


fection under my nails for 
many years. You recently sug- 
gested using t e t r a c y c l i n e 
phosphate with nystatin for 
this condition. What is the 
trade name for these prod- 
ucts? 


A—Tetracycline phosphate 


is sold as Panmycin, Sumycin 
and Tetrex and nystatin as 
Mycostatin. These drugs, ob- 
tainable only on a doctor's 
prescription, are of value only 
if the causative fungus is Can- 
dida albicans. 


Q—What is the cause, pre- 


vention and cure of itching 
water bumps that occur only 
in summer on my hands and 
feet? 


A—These vesicles may be 


caused by contact with some 
plant or chemical irritant to 
which you are sensitive or 
by ringworm which is a fun- 
gus infection that is most 
troublesome in warm weath- 
er. The treatment and preven- 
tion would depend on the 
cause. 


Q—I have been using prag- 


matar with sulfur and salicy- 
lic acid for ringworm but it 


• keeps coming back. Is there 
a medicine that can be taken 
by mouth that would cure it? 


A—Grisefulvin 
taken 
by 


mouth has cleared up chronic 
ringworm 
infections but it 


must be taken regularly for 
several months to effect a 
cure. A newer drug for local 
application — tolnaftate (Tin- 
actin)— is worth a try. Both 
drugs require a doctor's pre- 
scription. 


Q—What is a yeast infec- 


tion? On what part of the 
body would it appear? What 
can a person do to cure it? 


A—There are a great many 


yeast or fungus infections and 
they may affect the 
skin, 


lungs, intestines and other 
organs. If you can identify 
the yeast I will give you more 
specific information about it. 


Q—i have 
sciatic 
pains. 


Massage and aspirin help but 
I still have a lot of pain, espe- 
cially on getting up in the 
morning. Can anything be 
done for this? 


A—Sciatic pain is a symp-

torn that is usually due to a 
protrusion of a disk between 
the vertebrae at the lower 
end of the spine. The disk 
then causes painful pressure 
on the nerves that supply the 
leg and thigh. When this is 
the cause and the pain is per- 
sistent an operation gives the 
surest relief. 


The fact that your pain is 


worse on arising is, however, 
more suggestive of arthritis. 
A tumor in the pelvis is an- 
other possible cause. Unless 
the cause has been deter- 
mined no specific treatment 
can be prescribed.

Snowstorm 
Sweeps Over 
Wide Areas 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


A severe snowstorm, with 


gusty winds causing much drift- 
ing, swept across wide areas in 
the West and spread into the 
northern Plains and sections of 
the northern Midwest today. 


Cold air, with temperatures
